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In Mayday Case^ 
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The government moved in 
D.C. Superior Court yesterday 
to drop long-standing assault 
charges against Mayday anti- 
war Ica.dcr Bradford Lyttle 
rather than provide .Lyttle 
with transcripts of ml evi- 
dence gained by wiretap. 

The government was or- 
dered last week to make the 
choice by Judge Theodore 
Newman after the Supreme 
Court declared unconstitution- 
al wiretapping of domestic 
groups in national security 
cases without a court order. 

Newman’s order was be- 
lieved to be the first such rul- 
ing following the Supreme 
Court decision. 

The government said in pap- 
ers submitted to Newman yes- 
terday afternoon that allowing 
Lyttle to see transcripts of the 


wiretap evidence would “prej- 
udice the national interest.” 
Lyttle ' was charged with as- 
saulting a police officer with a 
bullhorn during the 1971 May- 
day antiwar demonstrations. 

Because Newman told the 
government to produce the ev- 
idence or drop the charges, 
the dismissal of the charges is 
now simply , a pro forma mat- 
ter. ■
